That in Regulation and not Prohibition Ues_$e true solution of the 
liquor problem is the opinion of the keenest minds. The failure oi 
Prohibition to prohibit is apparent wherever tried; while FJACTS in 
plenty prove that wise Regulation is attendant with less excesses than 
is found in those places where Prohibition is supposed to obtain.

A well-ordered License Act, such us we have in Philadel- 
phia, would seem to be much preferable, at least in tha 
cities, to a Prohibition which' doesn't prohibit and to a 
wretched juggling with technicalities by which it may be 
evaded or disregarded." Possibly the FALLACY of Pro- 
hibition has never been .bettor shown-than by the FACTS 
presented above—nor a 'bettor proof that Regulation and
